The Covenant is-0o- ſooner taken ,. but the Court 
changerh its language of the Parliaments intending no- 
thing but Schiſms and Sets, and tels us, That hereafter 
_ the King will have a care of tender cenſciences;. which. 
Was, ſince he could not hmcer the making and taking, 
of the Covenant by both Kingdoms, at lealt he will do. 
his beſt ts binder divers particular men from taking it, 
. and from (tudying to keep it, as that which is the molt. 
contrary to his deſigne. Be 

The Scors Commiſſioners ſend the Covenant into 
Scotland, where it is generally taken ; and thereafter ac- 
* cording to agreement, the Scors.come into England for 

the help of their Brethren ;. bat it was the deep of the 
Winter, to wit Janxary, before they could be ready: $0. 
infrcſt and ſnow, they come as far as Tyne, finding but 
{mall oppoſition by men to that place; their main. ene- 
mues-were evil weather and want; being come to 7 xe, 
they find an Enemy. with a Body of Horſe. and Foot ex» 
- Ceeding them 1n number, namely in Horſe, Maſter of all 
behind him to Trente,cxcept Hull, and of all the Coun- 
trey about, and ſtrong holds. 

After divers encounters and skirmiſhes, the Scors paſſe 
the River in ſpite of the Enemy , whem they make re- 
tire betore them, and alſo keep together, and weary him 
ſo with hot Service and conſtant alarms, that divers.of 
kis men fell ſick with toiling and lying without in 1o | 
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hard a ſeaſon, At one encounter neer Darbam, they 


made. 
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mad: 7 or $ hundred we to the ground of 'the Enemy 
his men. Then they take Hartlepvole nnd'other places: 
upon the Sea,from whence they had all their proviſions: 
from Scotland, for a good while, till at laſt' ſome are 
ſent to them from the South , natnely, from the Citie. 
As they were thus preſſing. the Enemy ,*Sir Thomas! 
Fairfax iſſueth ont from Hull, ( whereinto he had ve- 
tired himſelf for a while, being conſtrained toleave the 
Field ) aſſiſted by,Sir Job» MMeldrym, and fals upon Sel- 
by, which he takes with valour and ſucceſſe. Upon the ' 
news hereef , the Enemy runs to Terk; the Scors 
follow upon the heels, and take ſome of his men and 
baggage. Preſently the Lord Fairfax his Forces (have- 
ing come after his Son upon this ſucceſſe) and the Score _ 
Forces, joyn together necr 7ork: The Bnemy fearing 
to be incloſed, ſends a party of his Horſe Southard, 
which is followed by a joint party of the Scors'& Faire 
fax his men as far as Trexte ; then the followers return, 
and reſolution is taken to beſiege Tork.; but the Score 
having left ſome of their men in divers places that they 
had reduced, had not men enough to beſfiege the Cu 

and keep the Fields in the Enemies Countrey, notwit 
ſtanding the addition of Fairfax his Forces: Where- 
fore they wrote to the Earl of Mancheſter to come and 
help with his Eorces, which hedid willingly with all 
ſpeed he could. Then ſome there were who 
were againſt the joyning of Afencheſter and his Forces 
with the Scots and Fairfax , as there had been lately 
ſome who would have them to go home at the taking | 
in of Selby, and as ſome had been againlt their in» 
coming , and thereafter ſome were employed be- 
fore York to ſow the ſeedof difſenſion bet wixt the joyn- 
cl Generals with their Ferces, and as ſome likewiſe 
were railing at the Scots, while they were daily en- 
countring and skirmiſhing witkthe Enemy. After this 
another ſort of men began to ſhew themſelves unto the

Aﬀter the buſineſle of Tork,, Afancheſter returns into- 
the affociated Counties ; Fairfax Rayes in Tork-ſhire; 
and the Scots return towards New-saftle , where they 
find a new ſupply of fix thouſand men under the come 
mand of the Earl of Calexdar , to reprefſe the Enemy, 
whohad been for a while domineering thereabouts in 
that Countrey , while the Scots Army was ipgaged at 
York; who having drawn necr, make their approaches, 
and lay a formall Siege about the, Town, which after 
ſome moneths pain, they take by ſtorm, having tryed all.

The Parliaments defire is not anſwered ſo haſtily as 
was expected, which hath given occaſion to ſome to ir- 
ritate and do what lieth in them to make ill blood , and 
not to ſtay for an_ anſwer , nor receive any reaſonable 
one'without realt performance of what was' requi- 
red, whereunto the Scots are moſt willing ; but by rea- 
ſon they have ſo few Horſe with them, they conceive it 
15not ſafe to venture their- Foot when the Enemies 
Forces are onely in Horſe: and chiefly , becauſe they 
knew that the Enemy was to ſtnd 'a conſiderable party 
into Scotland, hoping to makea great fa&ion there by 
the help of his Friends by the way, and fo joyn with the 
Enemy there ; and the Malignants in the North of Eng-

_ Andfoit proved indeed; for the Enetny ſends from 
-" — New- 
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Newark a great party of ork: , commanded by Lane. 
dale and Digby : They were meet withall by the Tork. 
ſhire Forces, commanded by Poynrz and Refſiter, who 
dealtſo roughly withthem,that they were routed, divers 
killed, and many taken, with a great part of their bag- 
gage 3 yet they rally again, and go on in their journey to 
invade Scotland: Brfore they were at the borders, they 
werea thouſand ſtreng. Generall Leſley having notice 
of their deſigne, ſends 2 party nnder the command of 
Vandrwke, with-exprefle order to fight with the Enem 
whereſoever he found him. Yaxndrwke followeth fo 
aRively the Enemy , that he thinks to get into Scotland 
before him, and ſend him back again ; but he mifleth 
him : and the Enemy going another way , enters into 
Scotland , where there were divers parties ordered tg 
wait for him,and fight with him;one from David Leſt 
was ſent ; another of the Earl of Balclowgh ; the third, 
and the leaſt of all, not exceeding three hundred Horſe, 
under the command of Sir Zohn Brown , who ſeeing the 
Enemy in Scotland, could not have patience till his 
Friends joyned with him ; but by an hardy attempt 
With his three hundred men, fals upon the Enemy, who 
was a thouſand ſtrong, ( as we have faidbefore ) routs 
him, killeth him a hundred of his men upon the place, 
takes two hundred of them with bag and baggage , dl- 
vers were drowned. All this did Sir John Brown with 
the loſſe of about thirty or fourty men; then he purſued 
the Enemy, ſeeking him up and down, andat laſt upon 
the third day after the fight, he aſſiſted with bis Friznds, 
meets with the remainder of the routed Enemy , then 
about five hundred ſtrong, where he took all with little 
ſhedding of blood , onely ſome few who were extraor- 
dinarily well horſed did efcape, among whom were 
cn and Leygdale,wi' h theſe good Patriotes and good 
Chriſtians the Earls of Nid/dale MaxWell and Carne- 
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When'by treachery Lon encounters , the Enemy 
did prevaile agaiuſt the Forces of the. good party in 
Scotland , lome of the ſuperficiall Brethren about weſt» 
e5iſter-Hall , jearing and gibing, could lay , That the 
Scots could not and aurſ} not fight in their own Countrey : 
which at this time they find untrue ; for the Scots have 
ſhewn ſince that they beth can and dare fight, not onely 
one to one, but one agaialt two, ( contrary to the Pros 
verb Ne Hercules contra duos ) yea one againlt: three, 
Let the glory be te God, whe is pleaſed. to own his 
own Cauſe, and honour deſpiſeable men tobe inſtru.

The Enemy had fo laid down this Plot of invading 
Scotland, that he promiſed unto him(clt (-withaut tear } 
an iflue according to his mind ; for he thought having 
once entred in Scotland, by the Pap:{ts, Atheiſts, and 
Libertins,( for $\Raries there are none)to make up in the 
lower Countrey a great party ; and ſo jeyning with the 
Enemy now afoot inthe hills, (who is gathering what - 
he can, and hath already bet wixt three and four thou- 
fand men , although divided amgneſt themſelves, as we 
are informed ) he did think no lf then in«vety ſhort 
time to ſubdue all Sc. /axd,, and preſently thercafter, . 
to come into England. 

Thoſe who have read the-intercepted Letters, can tell - 
much ſtuffeto this purpeſe ; but he that compterh withs 
aut hrs bot compteth tWice, 

The rumour of thisdefigne was ſo great in Scotland , 
that the good party thought fit todraw a good part of 
their Horle Suuthwa: d, and to make ſure the chicfand 
moſt commodious paſſages to hinder the conjunRions- 
of the iriteſtine Enemy, and the invaders ; ſo David Lee 
ſi:y lay with one party at Glz/go upon Clyde , and Mid- 
aleton with another at Alloway neer Srerlin upon Forth. 

Xeato ſeethis enterpriſe repreſſed is the chick __ 
wAy 
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why the Scots Army in the North of Pnglind, did not 
come ſo ſoon Southward to Newark as 'was deſiredr'w 
juſt and lawfull delay of the Scors for a time, by F.&ious 
and malicious men, although they knew very well the 
reaſons and the caule thereof , is publifhed as a deniall ; 
and ſo it hath been belceved by the ſrnpler fort, and laid 
hold on as agent contant prefent cont; it 1s not engugh 
for the malicious and factions ones; not confidering 
that the good party in Scorlavd hath made the Parlia« 
ments quarrell its own, in joyning wir it in Covenant 
for the purfuance of the Cauſe it took Arms from 
the very firſt beginning, that is, for the Truth of Rdji- 
pon, all things whatſoever, yea Liverty and Priviled, 
ciog ſabſervient unto it, as it 1s expreſkd, belt, 
in generall terms in the Declaration at the giving the 
Commiſſion to the Earl ef Eſſex; then, more parcicu- 
larly in the Covenant. 
his ſheweth the forgetfnlneſſe of him who in a ſo- 

lemn Af/ſembly , was ſo unmindfull of the Truth as to 
aver that Religion was not the ground of the quarrdl 
betwixt us and the Common Enemy at the Ark SUNG 
the ſimpler ones, and making nfe of the connivence o 
others ; yea, he was put at work by ſome to ſay fo, at 
leaſt, he was applauded by them, as the ſtory runs. 

This quarrell here 1n England hath colt the Scots a 
great deal of pains :

But their great grief is, (at leaſt ſhould be)that their Ar-. 
my hath rot been timely nor duly furniſh'd with-conve- 
piencieSand neceſlaries, to make 1t go on with aRion 1n 
the Field ; yea to ſee them kept back from doing as if it 
were plotted of purpoſe :. Then , that their counſclls in. 
Church and State have not onely not prevailed, but haye 
been hid, yea oppoſed,and ſo hindered to yeeld their due 
fruit unto the Cauſe in band as they intended, Beſides all 
theſe things, in joyning with the Parliament in aRion 
and Counkcll, and coming in when it was below a ſtand, 
they have not onely expoſed themfclves andtheir poor 
native Countrey. to all kinde of perilis and. inconve- 
niency, but have drawn evil upon it. 

More, They have gone in the higheſt degree of con- 
tradiQtion to the King;for they have not onelyindown- 
right terms declared themſelves oppoſite to. his defigne , 
but have quite ſpoiled it; which as hetold them,he would 
eaſily compaſſe in this Kingdom , if they would be quiet : 
and indeed he had brovght his buſineſie.to a pretty ps 
bctore. 
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before the Scors came in, Then their coming in into 
England, and their going before into Ireland , did em- 
pty their native Countrey much of men of Coun(cll and 
ation. So for Exgland they left their own Conntrey 
aSif it wereto be @ prey unto the Malignants there,

As this is now forgotten by divers private men to 
their ſhame and giſcredit , ſo theſe fatious men would 
have it to ve out of memory by the Publike : but they 
ſtrive in vain ; for, neither Parliament nor People, Sy- 
nod nor Church will ever , nor can forget what they 
owe to the Scots for the good they enjoy at this preſent, 
and hope to enjoy hereafter, in Gods Mercy. 

Then, It is reproached to the Scors ( to their great 
prict, ) That they purſue too rigidly the ſetling of the 
Church,Which may be done at lraſure when other things are 
ended , and muff be performed With ripe confider ation , for 
fear of miſtake. 

And, T hat they preſſe too much for Peace, when it 18 ap- 

parent none eau be maae but by the overthrow of the malig- 
nant party. 
As alſo, That they ftand ſo much for Royaltie , When 
God knows the King deſerveth but little at their handsgtbey 
being the men he hath the greatest fplen againſt ,and Whom be 
hates moZt, as be declares bimsſalf by all bis expreſſrons.

Jall conſent of Divines FEATS for that oſe, ex: 
cept of ſome few of a private ſpirit for ſelf-conceit and 
by-intereſt, who having nothing to anſwer unto the de» 
monſtration of the Truth and the reaſons for it ; made 
known untothem , yet with obſtinacy do oppoſe the 
ſetlipg of the Church 5 and ſo way 1s given (if not 
countenance) to all kinde of hereſie, errour, and blaſ- 
phemy againſt God , ſo generally and fo long a time, 
now theſe five yeers, ſince the Reformation is in 
hand? 

, As for the preſfing of Peace by the Scots , Is it not 
ful time, after ſo much blood ſhed, devaſtation of the 
Countreys, and ſuch a deal of all kinde of wickedneſſe 
cemmitted in the War, to ſeek after a firm Peace, & lay 
hold upon any occaſion to help us to it? Firſt, Becauſe it 
is the end we make War for, not having intention te- 
makea Trade of it, Then, If we beg for Peace at God, 
Why ſhould we not ſeek earneſtly after it from man, 
by all honeſt means? Otherwiſe , God will not grant 
our demands, and will tell us that weare but hypo- 


rites, having a thing in our lips when our hearts are far 
from it, 

As for ſtanding for the King, It is true , weftand or 
him;and reſpeR him,as we do onthe ether partftand for 
the Parliament the great Counſell of the Land , as thoſe 
whom God hath been pleaſed to ſet over us, not fond- 
ly and feignedly idolizing & worſhipping them asgods 
on Earth impeccable, one day, (as Parafites and Syco- 
phants do)and another day vilifying and rejeRing them, 
| Whenourturn is not ſerved by them:but fincerly,& with 

reaſon;for as we avouch him to be our Soveraign Magi 
ftrate,ſo we acknowledge him & all thoſe of the Eounſel 
to de but infirm and weak men,him miſled & miſcarried 
for the moſt part by thoſe who are about him,deccivi 
him to his-own and the peoples ruine ; and: them al 
ludxto miſtake and errour z So as we pray God wn

ceiving evil; we freely admoniſh him both from Charch 


and State of his errours and faults both before God and. 


man; This we do both in private and publike, as the 
cauſe requires or occafion will permit; and when neceſ. 
fity drives us to it, we take Arms to oppoſe the evil 
courſes he is inſnared in, .and repreſle them , alwayes 
withreſpet to his Office and Perfon , which we ac- 
knowledge to be lawfull , and him lawfull poſſeflor 
thereof , and no further we go then to ſtop him from 
doing evil, if we cannot gain him to do good. 

Then for faults, although they be great , we muſt not 
change till we ſee that we can do better. We have 
aboliſhed the Prelacy,not ſo much fot the abuſes thereof 
as for the unlawfulneſſe of it, although of long conti- 
nuance, it being againſt the intention of God expreſſed 
in his Word, howloever wrelted by the Prelats; but for 
Royalty, it is approved and ordained by God,8 hath ſo 


continued with us,that we can hardly leave 1t;belides we 


find already ſuch inconveniencies by not Keeping 1t up 
in its due right and authority , that we ſmart hugely for 
it; and if it were altogether caſt off, we ſhould be far 
worſe; witneſle the infinite diſorders now adayes. 

Now let the Engliſh ingenuoully confeſſe, That ey 
never have told the tenth part of the truth of things un- 
to the King, which he hath heard of from the Score. Hath 
the Parliament and Church of England ſpoke fo home, 
and acquainted him ſo freely with his errours as the 
Scors have done? or would they have ſo withſtood the 
evil courſes he is caſt in, had the Scors not ſhewn them

[t is true ; but if he had not found Peers and Com. 
mons in the three Kingdoms to ſecond the evil connſcls 
ſuggeſted unto him , he would never have attempted it ; 
for they cauſed him to fet the work afoot, and thy laid 
down the wayes togo on with it , and have ferved him 
it it. Althotgh that other kindes of government may 
be fat for other people, ſure Tam, Monarehiets beſt for 
as , being regulated ( according to the Law of God and 
right reaſon, with the Prerogative and the Privil:dge 
ſubſcrvient,) to the good of the people. 

Then , It is reproached unto the Score , That they are 
a poor Weak people, and not.confiderable, 

Truely , They do not hold themſelves etther potent 
or conſiderable in regard of greater Nations ; but ſuch 
as they are, God hath made them very helpfull to other 


Nations , which think themfclves very confider- 
able: 


For example : 


Did they not turn the ballance in the affairs of France 
under Charles the ſeventh, when things were very low 
with the French? for at their going to help that King, 
they found him fo diſtrefled and ſo under the power of 

his Enemy, that he was conſtrained to keep himfelf at 
Bowrges 1n Berry, Hence he was called in derifion , 
King of Bourges, But in a very ſhort time, they helped 
him fo, that herepoſkkd himclt of his whole Domi- 
nons, and repulſed the Enemy, | 

Now, Have they not done more nnto their Brethren 
of England? Have they not made their quarrell their 
own, expoſing their lives and all that is dear unto men 


for

for them ? And by their EL are not their Brethren 
come to have the face of affaires changed unto the better, 
fo far,that net onely they are cometo equall terms with 
the Enemy , but they have brought him ſo low that in 
likelyhood he will not rife again fo haſtily ? | 

Howlſoever the Scots be inconfiderable in the eyes of 
ſomemen,yet God ir his goodnefſe, hathſconfidered them 
fofar , as to make them uſefull inflruments in this his 
great Work of oppoſing the Enemies of his Truth, both 
open and declared, and fecret and undermining. 

And ye fee both parties of open and fecret Enemies 
to the Truth of God, have cenſidered the Scots ſo far , 
that cach of theta hath by all. cunning 'prefled to have 
the Scors for and withthem ; but” the Enemies ſeein 
they could not preyaile, they have made their carne 
ſtudy by deviſes and Plots underkand, and by open vio- 
lence and foree , to wit, by an abfolute and declared 

War,as far as they can,to deſtroy the good party in Sror- 

lard, as the onely obftacle of hindering the one and 

the other Enemy to compaſk: their defignes, and to ſet 
vp their by.ends. — "FA 

Hence the good party in England confidereth the 

S:ots, as their onely hetpers ; for without: their aſhiſt- 
ance they had all been undone befere now': and how- 
ſoever they are ſtrong in appearence for the prefent , if 
the Scots ſhould retire _ tcave them, it is conceived 
upon juſt grounds, that they were to begin the .play 
again, 4 TH |  - 

As for deſpicability, Howlſoever the Stars be de- 

ſpiſed by ſome now adayes, I am fure, had tt not been 

for theſe deſpiſed men, many here. who areat this time 

come to a great hight, had been in little confideration 3 

and they whoſe vatour and wifdem.are fo mach queiti- 

oned at this time; furely in'their own bufineſfe, they did 

ſhe themſclyes to have both,to the admiration of their 


Neighbours ; and their vatour and wifdom were never 
F 3 qucſtioned 
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queſtioned till they were joyned with England: and al. 
though they have ſhewn & do ſhew daily both, as much 
as men can do for the carrying on. the Work. wherein 
they arc ingaged, unto the content of all impartiall men, 
although not to the mind of ſelf-conceited , phantaſti. 
call, aud by-ended pnes , who gave out Thar the Scots 
will deſtroy thems and themſelves : Surely I am perſwad. 
ed, had the Scors framed their courſes according tothe 
defires altogether of ſome men , they had long erc now 
both been deſtroyed ; and had they not ſo far complied 
with the humours of ſome men, the Publike Service had 
been in a better eſtate, in all probability. | 

In this I blame the wiſdom of the Scots , for other- 
Wiſe they had not ſuffered their own Countrey thus to 
be ſpoiled, -in compliance to ſome , when they might 
have helped it in time, 

As for their means, Although in the eyes of the ſu- 
perabondants they be-not fo conſiderable, yet they were 
ſuch that they lived well upen them, and they could 
wiſh with all their heartsto haye no morethen they had 
when they joyned with England for the Service of this 
Common Cauſe, 

And if they reproach the barrenneſſe of the ſoile in | 
Scotland, It.is the fault of the Climate which licth ſe 
Northerly, and not of the people; and the ſoile, if it be 
Not ſo fertile of fruits as hotter grounds ; yet it abounds 
1n men of valour and wiſdom as much as any Gountrey 
whatſoever of its compaſſe. And theſe defpicable ones, 
of old and of late, have obtained Vi&ories againſt great 
and conſiderable Enemies, by valour. Perhaps if the 
Scots were mere enclined to kusbandry , or imprc- 
ving their ground and other things which nature affords 
them , by the goodneſſe of God, they would be in 8 
kinde more plentifull of conveniencies for the life of 
man then they are. | 

As to the Gariſon-Towns which the Scots = ”

fcued from the Enemy for the good @f this Church and 
State, with hazard, hardſhip, and lefſe of divers brave 
men, and which are (till in the Score hands for the pub. 
like Service, it hath miniſtred one convenient occaſion 
unto thoſe faRtious ones to make a great deal ado, yea 
to ſtrive to bring things to a breach. betwixt the two 
Kingdoms, if it were poſticle ; and they have proceeded 
ſo far as to cauſe the Towns and Places to be demanded 
from the Scots betwixt ſuch and ſuch a day, without 
any conſideration unto equity, Whetheror no it is juſt 
that the Scores have ſome places of retreat,ſo long as they 
are in the Service of the Common Cauſe, wherein they 
are obliged by Common Intereſt , and bourd by Trea- 
ty to continue till the full fetling of things in Church 
and State, # 'A 
Nest, Without conſideration if it be or not for the 
bencfit of the Service now in hand , that theſe Gariſon» 
Places ſhould be left by the Scors, fince we have ſeen by 
divers paſſages and occurrences of affaires that it hath | 
proved very uſefull for the faid Service that thoſe places 
were in their hands for a time, namely in the enter- 
priſe of Digby with his affoclates towards Scoz= 
land. | | 
Then, When we caſt our eyes upon thoſe who have 
an aim particularly at the having of thoſe places, ' we - 
ſhall finde it to be fit for the Service of the Cauſe which 
we fight for, that thoſe Gartſon-Towns ſhould remain 
With thoſe who now have them fer a time, who are 
both conftant and truſty to their true principles of the 
Covenant, and the others altogether againſt 'the good of 
the ſaid Service. | | 
Yea, It ismoſt prejudic'able to the Cauſe we have 
now in hand , to put thoſe places in the hands of thoſe 
who either fide with the Common Enemy Rill in ther 
affetions,as they have been ſerving him openly by their 
ations formerly; or of thoſe-who underhand with cun- 
WG oe ts ning . 
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ning ſtop the (etling of things amongſt us as we ae 
ſworn to by the Covenant , and fo fruftrate fo far agin 
them lies the intention of it. 
Further , Thoſe men who are © little faithfull to the 
Covenant, cannot from their heart , mind the good of 
the State, or pcop}e , more then they do the welfar of 
the Church. 

AS the Scots took Arms for the publike Service , they 
neither pretended, nor did intend , to hold the places 
they have taken any longer then the faid Service ſhall 
require for the ſctling of the ends of the Common Cauſe 
expreſſed in the Covenant , no more then they did for. 
merly, witneſſe their returning 1o quietly home, and 


_ theirrctutall ef thoſe Seigneuries, Towns, and Coun= 


ties adjacent , from the King, to joyn with him againſt 
the Parliament; and that more then once. 

Me thinks, that after all this, all rationall and unpre- 
judiciall men ſhould ſpeak clearly for the Scots fair and 
honcſt intentions, ſince they are entred into ſo ſolemn a 
League and Covenant , for which they have undergone 
and do to this day undergo ſo much hard{hip, hazards, 
and loſles. 

Men may talk and babble, yea deviſe tricks and fan- 
cies, for a time; but it is honeſty and truth that holdsout 
tothe end ; andit ſtands with Geds Juſtice to make 
lyes and double dealings fall to the ground. 


Before I conclude, I will adde this ſhert cnſuing dif 
courſe :
